The death of the young girl at New 
York, consequent’ on, as wae stated in

subject of an investigation by the 
Board of Health authorities of that 
city. Two vials of the liquid were taken 
from the same lot as that used in the 
case of the young girl. Dr. W. H. 
Park of the bacteriological laboratory, 
who reports on the investigation, says 
that excessive doses of the same dot of 
anti-toxine were injected into guinea- 
pigs and rabbits without producing 
any deleterious effects in them. He 
cannot assign reason why the 
young girl who died should have been 
affected by it. It seems a pity that 
some of the liquid from the same vial 
as used on the girl was not injected 
into the animals instead of using scme 
out of new bottles. It is so important 
a matter that no pains should be 
spared to determine the causes of the 
young giri's strange death. 


The Board of Health at its last 
meeting discussed the question as to 
the collection and distribution of gar- 
bage. There is certainly need of im- 
provement over present methods, for 
garbage is not collected as promptly 
nor as thoroughly as it ought to be. 
The objection of Dr. Kurtz to the prop- 
osition to allow portions of the gar- 
bage to be fed to swine was well taken 
and timely. Much of the garbage - is 
collected from saloons and other places 
where cuspidors are emptied into it,

Last evening Laurence Gronlund, the. 


collectivist, made an address at the Friday 


Morning Club room on his favorite topic 


of socialism and the advantages to be ob- 


tained by such a system of government. 
His address was in its essential features 


a recapitulation of his previous utterances 


on the subject which have appeared at 
length. He contended, however, that, 
viewing the industrial situation of the 
country today, he had as much right to 
say that the socialistic system would de 
adopted within the next ten years, as any 
one would have had to eay in the year 
1853 than ten years from that time chattel 
slavery would be abolished. “It was cor- 


ageous, he remarked, for the fathers “4

bility. save in a very small country. But 
they changed the personal authority of a 
king into the impersonal authority éf the 
commonwealth They made no 
however, in the industrial situation; 
remained the sume and today we are beg 
rounded by small, irresponsible autocrats 
whose authority will also be merged in the 
common wealth. 

“Woman ought to welcome the coming 
of socialism, because it will raise her in 
the social scale just as much as Christi- 
anity has done. And also for the sake of 
the children. The public school is the 
crank that turns the socialistic machine. 
We see young boys jumping on and off the 
cars selling papers while the children of 
wealthy parentage of like age are yet in 
the nursery. Is not that a blot on our 
civilization? Does not our civilization 
stand self-condemned when such a thing

pels the wife and daughter to enter the 
factory and the store and compete with 
the husband and the father. True, under 
the new regime some women may have a 
disinclination to marry, and bave an 
aptitude for public work. In such case 
they will find their proper vocation, for 
which they will be paid just the same as 
the man doing similar work. Such a 
thing now is impossible, the wage system 
won't permit it.” 

Mr. Grovniund proceeded to state that 
under a socialistic rule young men would 
be enabled to marry, and all women finding 
their true vocation with suitable reward, 
these two things operating together would 
solve the so-called social evil.” The 
evil which he pronounced worse thant his, 
viz. the commercial marriage, defined as 
an alliance degrading marriage for mere 
property relation, would also be forever 
aboNshed.

that clamors for women suffrage, 


thought that the women are more con- 
servative than the men, and if woman suff- 
rage was adopted progress would be re- 
tarded and socialism itself put back for 
at least fifty years. He urged therefore that 
women should realize that socialism only 
can bring about perfect equality, and that 
therefore the question of women suffrage 
should be relegated to the background and 
all together join in advancing the common 
cause. 

A discussion followed this address, 
exception was taken to the statement that 
women are more conservative than men. 
On the other. hand, it was contended that 
her sense of. justice being more keen, and 
being. brought more closely in os 
with intellectual development through her 
children, a woman is quicker to realize 
wrong and agitate for redress.

W. r. THOMAS CHARGED WITH 
BEATING A BANK.

He Claims He Was Fooled by an Ad- 
venturess, but the Detectives 
Wink Their Other Eyo— 

A Smooth Woman. 


W. F. Thomas, an attache of an employ- 
ment agency and loan ami investment 
company located in the WHson Block, at 
Spring at First streets, was arraigned yes- 
térday in Justice Morrison’s court on a 
charge of telomy preferred by M. N. 
Avery, cashier of the German-Americia 
Savings Bank. Thomas, while admitting 
his connection questicnable tran- 
saction, claims to have been . victimized 
by a designing woman, and hopes to prove 
his innocence. 

The crime for «which Thomas is ar- 
rainged is obtaining, or helping to obtain, 
money on false pretense. February 23 last 
Thomas came to the German-American 
Savings Bank with a woman whom he in- 
troduced to the cashier as Mrs. Sarah E.

He then wrote that he had sent a draft, 
and as she had not received it he began 
investigating. In duo course of timo it de- 
veloped that the letter containing the 
draft had been taken from the Los Angeles 
postoffice by some one other than the 
rightful Mrs. Stebbins, amd that the draft 
had been presented at the German-Ameri- 
can Savings Bank and been honored. 

As soon as the matter was traced up 
and the fraud discovered, Mr. Thomas was 
held responsible, as he had vouched for 
the bogus Mrs. Stebbins and given his per- 
goat guarantee for the amount of the 
raft 

Cashier Avery swore to a complaint 
against Thomas several days ago, and 
Detectives Goodman and Bradish, who 


+ were working o the case, placed him un- 


der arrest. Thomas has been kept in se- 
cret confinement, and the detectives have 
kept very quiet about the matter in hopes 
of catching the woman who impersonated 
Mrs. Stebbins. So far, however, they have 
failed ip the effort, and there is little pros- 
pect that they will find her as she proves 
to be one of the sleekest opefators ‘that 
ever worked on the Coast. 

Thomas claims that he became ac- 
qualnted with the woman in a business 
way. She came to his office to list some 
property with him, which he was to sell 
for her, and after he thought he knew 
her very well she asked him identify 
her at the bank to get a draft cashed.

ea thetic letter came to the ‘Times 
office — A stating the sad need of a 
poverty-stricken family out in the western 
part of the city. The father was said to 
be an old soldier, weak and sick, and there 
were several little girls.” This unfor- 
tunate family was described as being in the 
last stages of destitution, and suffering 
for water; their well having caved in dur- 
ing the recent rains. The neighbors were 
described as grudging these unfortunate 
people even the traditional cup of cold 
water,” and . altogether the situation 
seemed to be very terrible. 

The Times was appealed to for aid in 
starting a subscription for putting a pub- 
lic well or fountain in the neighborhood, in 
order ‘that these unfortunate’ people might 
at least have plenty of water; and, as the 
case seemed to be extreme, a reporter Was 
sent out to investigate. 


The investigation showed tbat there un- 


doubtedly was need, great need, of water, 
also of soap and a scrubbing-brush. e 
whole establishment was simply a — 
of petrified filth. The houge was tight an 

whole and looked as though a little order 
and cleanliness might make it fairly com- 
fortable, but the state of it was such 4 
the reporter ventured no than the 

ont door. 

a slatternly woman, with hair unkempt, 
shoes down at the heel, and clothing that. 
was a triumphant exhibition of the amount 
of dirt that really can be piled wpon & 
‘garnrent when the wearer seriously turns. 
her attention to it, sat upon & broken 
chair in the doorway; and around her 
swarmed the “several little girls’—myriads 
of them, ranging «@ownward from the 
equally slatternly daughter, of 15, who, by 
the way, is a married woman—to the baby 
sprawling upon the filthy floor. 

These children were monuments of dirt. 
Their clothing was whole, and looked com- 
fortable enough, but „the poor little 
wretches looked as though they had never 
been within hailing distance of a wash- 
basin or a cake of soap. A number of 
mongrel curs yelped around the doorway, 
and some dirty quilts hung upon 
fence. 

Inside the house was a collection of 
mingled trash and fairly ee furniture, 
but all was obscured by the layers of dirt. 
— whole place was an abomination. 

The reporter asked about the water sup- 
ply, but the whole family seemed too in- 
dolent and shittless to care 
they ary water or fi The 01 
man was “summoned and questioned, but 
the only satisfaction obtained was that 
he wanted a new well; that it would cost 
75 cents a foot, and that he would put it 
down himself if some one would only lend 
him the money—‘At 6 per cent. interest, 
mind; I won't pay any more, and I ain't 
a-goin’ to mortgage none o’ this prop- 
erty, neither. My word’s good enough 
for any one,” as he said, with an air of 
virtuous ipdependence 
around him. 

The man looked far from well, and the 
place was abjectly poor and squalid, but 
the matter seemed to demand a little fur- 
ther investigation, and the reporter ac- 
cordingly interviewed a few outsiders upon 
the subject. 

One and all agreed that it was a hope- 
less case of unadulterated indolence and 
shiftlessness. 

These people, besides the small pension
